A RE smaller farms—operated 
by the farmer and his fam¬ 
ily, perhaps with the help 
of his neighbors during harvest 
=eason—-the answer to Cali¬ 
fornia’s farm labor problem? 

In other words, should Cali¬ 
fornia agriculture eliminate 
strikes and disturbances—by the 
drastic expedient of eliminating 
the farm laborer? 

This thought-provoking ques¬ 
tion is raised by a recent edi¬ 
torial in the Imperial Valiev 
Democrat, pointing to the Salinas 
lettuce strike as a striking ob¬ 
ject-lesson of the hazards of 
large-scale farming, and urging a 
return to “40-acre farms” as the 
solution of the problem. 

Arguing the affirmative of the 
case, the Imperial Valley news¬ 
paper, published in one of the 
State’s most productive farming 
areas, declares: 

"It is to be devoutly hoped that 
the Salinas strike will not have 
a follow-up in Imperial Valley 
when the lettuce deal begins here. 
Regardless of who may be to 
blame, the situation is serious 
and losses will not be alone those 
of the present season. 

“The Imperial Valley Demorat 
calls attention of the local ran¬ 
chers,civic bodies and business 
men to the necesity for getting 
rid of the big farming idea. Let 
us get those 40-acre farms and 
there will be no such thing as 
the Salinas strike. Forty-acre 
farms will solve the problem. A 
man and family can easily ne¬ 
gotiate 40 acres, earn a good 
living, make a nest egg and help 
create the most prosperous farm¬ 
ing section in America.” 

In this regard, it is interesting 
to note that the most popular 
California farm at the present 
time is the farm of from 20 to 
49 acres. According to the De¬ 
partment of Commerce, 38.260 of 
the 150.360 farms in California 
fall in the category of from 20 
to 49 acres. Then there are 26,- 
492 farms of from 10 to 19 acres; 
27.378 of from 3 to 9 acres.

about 10,000 farms—10,168 to be 
exact— of 500 acres or more! 

But where it would be the 
course of wisdom to end large- 
scale farming in California, sub¬ 
dividing the big farms into 40- 
| acre tracts and discouraging the 
development of extensive accrage 
in the future, is highly debatable. 

There are good arguments on 
both sides. No one can discount 
the threat to the future of Cali¬ 
fornia agriculture in the present 
ill-considered and unsound pro¬ 
gram of the more radical labor 
leaders to force the unionization 
and regimentation of all Cali¬ 
fornia farm workers. The pro¬ 
gram is entirely unworkable ,and 
the California farmer who is 
counting his losses after a strike 
might well be tempted to endorse 
the small-farm idea. 

But on the other side of the 
case, California farmers—both 
owners and workers—need only 
look to the southern states to 
recognize that the small-farm- 
plan usually leads to “tenant 
farming” and conditions which 
California would certainly not 
want to duplicate. The plight of 
the average share-cropper and 
“peasant farmer” in the South 
is too well known to invite imi¬ 
tation. 

There is also the undeniable 
fact that the small farm, in 
some branches of agriculture, 
means higher production costs 
and higher prices to the consu¬ 
mer. There are millions of acres 
in California which cannot be 
farmed economically except on a 
large-scale basis. Livestock farm¬ 
ing is a typical example. Like 
wise the cotton grower who at¬ 
tempts to make a living on a 
! small acerage is doomed to fail¬ 
ure or peasant living conditions. 

But even the small farmer, who 
can successfully operate his farm 
i “on his own,” is still dependent 
! on outside labor in many instan- 
| ees. The Salinas lettuce strike, 
for instance, was a strike of 
packing-shed workers not work¬ 
ers on the farm! In manv ca3es 
especially in the handling of 
perishables, there are services 
j which the farmer cannot perform 
; for himself. The very nature of 
I his product requires that they be 
j packed close to the cars, where 
I icing and other facilities are im¬ 
mediately available to prevent 
spoilage and reduce losses. 

| Where big-scale farming is 
necesary and most efficient, it 
will undoubtedly continue. On the 
other hand, there are 100,000 
small farms in California for 10.- 
| 000 big farms! Ebih are depend¬ 
ent ,to some extent at least, on 
employed labor. 

The farmer and farm worker 
must both buckle down to the 
job of finding a peaceful and 
equitable solution of their com¬ 
mon problem free from radical 
domination or subversive influ¬ 
ences!

The idea of auto trailer as a 
home is nothing new in Los An¬ 
geles.

The first 
issue of the first new-paper ever 
to be published in California, was 
brought out on the 15th of Au¬ 
gust. 1846, in Monterey. A month 
before, the famous Commodore 
| Stockton had begun the Ameri- 
occupation of Caltforia. The 
j paper, whose lead story advocated 
I the American annexation of Cali- 
; fornia was called “Californian,” 
j and was printed on one side of a 
j single sheet of paper, 12Ux8% 

! inches.

Reports 
from all turkev producing sec- i 
tions of the country show a tre¬ 
mendous movement during the 
last week of November, Mr. . 
Makins said. 

Tn eating hi= Thanksgiving tur¬ 
key this year the American con¬ 
sumer expressed his gratitude 
because there was a turkev for! 
every pot. Ten days before j 
Thanksgiving there were 20 000.-; 
000 of the birds "on the hoof.” ; 
The average turkey is a dinner I 
for more than six or seven per- j 
sons .which meant enough ter- j 
key for every inhabitant, of th° 
United St"teg with some left 
over for Christmas. 

A turkev in the bam-vard is 
far from being roast turkev on 
the table. It was here that the ! 
chain stores of the Nation, with 
their unusual facilities for distri¬ 
bution .entered into the celebra¬ 
tion of Thanksgiving. 

There are more than five mil¬ 
lion farmers who grow turkeys. 
Tn many sections it is one of the 
few winter cash crops. As tur 
keys began to move into the mar¬ 
kets it was disclosed that there 
i were five million birds in excess 
! of last year’s cron. The market 
was threatened with demoraliza¬ 
tion. 

This brought an emergency ap¬ 
peal to the National Association 
of Food Chains with headquarters 
in Washington. D.C. More than 
125 urgent telegrams poured in 
from farm groups, poultry asso¬ 
ciations, marketing organizations 
and producers, representing a 
membership of three million 
farmers. 

The chain stores immediate!'.’ 
threw all their resources into the 
greatest turkey drive that had 
| ever been carried on. They 
brought turkeys to the consumer 
with inducements that could not 
: be resisted. By advertising and 
Sales promotion they increased 
the normal demand for turkey. 
Thev stemmed the tide of falling 
price= that threatened disaster to 
; the producer. 

The turkey drive is not over. 
It will continue during the entire 
month of December leading up 
; to another big sale for the 
Christmas and New Year’s, holi¬ 
days. It was not possible to con¬ 
sume 20 000.000 turkeys in a 
single feast and there are many 
left. The quality of the fowl is 


Through the combined efforts 
of Los Angeles, State and Fed¬ 
eral governments, the Great Fig¬ 
ueroa street Extension project 
will soon become a reality.

They 
open progressively to the top in 
the manner of gladiolus.
